Til* following is my report on conditions in Yellowstone 
.rational parte and on the activities of the national parte Service 
for the month of March, 1926: 

000 - general 

The month of March in Yellowstone National park wae like 
several of the preceding months - unusually mild. This condition 
abruptly changed* however, about tferoh 26 when cold winda and a 
falling barometer brought storms which lasted until the end of the 
month* and op to the time of the writing of this report* Daring the 
mild weather the clear daye and warm son disposed of almost '11 of 
the remaining snow about headquarters and on the surrounding hills. 
The roada to Gardiner were dry and dusty* &arly spring migratory 
birds arrived from the south and it appeared that what little winter 
we had was at an end* The return of stormy weather brought consider- 
able snow 9 and at this writing there are several inches of heavy, 
wet snow at headquarters* This condition extends to Gardiner and 
farther down the Yellowstone Valley. Maintenance and repair work 
proceeded normally* A tew visitors* mostly saleemmn, have been in 
the park on business* 1'here have bean no tourists*

Yellowstone parte continues to be on a winter basis* ith 
the exception of remodeling buildings for quarters for members of 
the chief civil Engineers Division, no work outside of the ordinary 
routine winter maintenance ami upkeep work waa undertaken* On the 
administrative side of the office several reports relating to the 
proposed revision of Yellowstone park boundaries were prepared and 
forwarded to .ashingtcm. Mmoh time waa devoted to correspondence 
sad papers relating to the proposed modif loations in the bill pro- 



iding for the acquisition of winter rang* for elk aorta of the park* 
and aeevy correspondence was leapt current. Considerable time was spent 
both by Resident engineer 3urney and myself on tha ultimate building 
ievelope»nt program for rellowstome perk, on tha f Inane 1*1 si lo of 
tha oifioa all aacountiiv; and dlsoarsing work waa kept ourres 
in spare time tha clerics wo r iced on tha preparation of forms n 
for the heavy activities of tha steamer. All filing was kapt up to 
date, and the fila and personnel olsrk waa p ratty busy on appointment 
natters, particularly tha preparation of the various papers that had 
to be saomltted with the 100 names detions for the appointment of 
temporary mi^ri. as this report is written it appears that yellowst 
?*t* will be ready for tha epgftaning of spring work with practically 
e t aipa»nt in good repair and with ell administrative and protective 
activities in excellent shape for assuming the ©urdem of the
